As such I would address you :—for we have both one ori- 
ginal father and mother, whose blood runs in the veins of both 
of us :—we have both the same nature, the same affections, 
sympathies, and frailties :—we have both the same great inte- 
rests, and are passing rapidly to the same eternal world. And 
I desire to address you in the spiit and with the affection of a 
brother, upon a subject in which you ought to feel as lively an 
interest as I_do; nay, a tenfold greater interest than I do, 
This subject is, the moral desolation which is on every side 
widely spread around us. Whether you think with me or not, 
that the eternal salvation or destruction of millions, depends on 
sending or withholding the gospel from them, the subject loudly 
appeals to your heart and your conscience: for [am confident 
you feel, at least, that the influence of christianity has a most 
benign effect on the happiness of individuals and of societies. 
Is it not, then, a duty we owe to humanity, to send the gospel 
to them who are unable to procure it for themselves ; or, what 
13 nore pitiable, who are too ignorant or tou wicked to feel their 
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rieed of it? This is to be done by no trifling, temporary, effort < 
that is, as compared with all that has hitherto been done ; 
though, in itself, all that need be done is the merest trifle. It is 
a frightful fact, so shocking that many refuse te credit it, though 
ascertained in the very same mode in which the census of our 
population is taken, that full one half of the inhabitants in a 
circle of 100 miles diameter around the city ef Albany, are un- 
supplied with the stated preaching of the gospel, by ministers of 
any denomination whatever. But even this desolate district is 
in a happy condition compared with other parts of our country. 
And what is the most distressing circumstance about it is, that 
there are net ministers enough to make up a tenth part of the 
deficiency. 

How is this evil to be remedied ? The simple dictate of com- 
mon sense is—that money be immediately contribtied for the 
necessary support of those ministers that can be obtained, and li- 
beral aid given to those Theological Seminaries and these Educa- 
tion Societies whose sole object ts to furnish a supply of minis- 
ters. Are you ready and willing to engage, heart and hand, in 
doing this ? If not, permit me, with all plainness, but with sin- 
cere affection, and with as great a desire to promote your good 
by itas the good of those in whose behalf I speak to you—per- 
mit me to ask you one question. Have you ever seriously set 
yourself to consider, and deliberately to settle, this one point :— 
on what terms the property you hold nas been entrusted to you ? 
Ah! the thought so familiar to your mind—yes, I say familiar 
to your mind, even though you may be one of these in whom a 
better feeling partially and at times drives the thought away— 

* my own wisdom and my own arm hath gutten me this wealth 
or these comforts’”—is false. Your possessions, whether small 
or great, are given to you on certain conditions, and with cer- 
tain reservations. But ifit were a gift absolute, does not every 
ennobling and generous feeling call on you, as an expression of 
gratitude to the giver, to apply a part of it to the promotion of 
his honour ; and thus to tell the millions who know him not, 
how munificent and glorious your benefactor is ; especially 
when he condescends to ask you for it? Suppose you that he 
could not have given your possessions to others whom he might 
have found in his family, whose large and liberal souls would 
have poured it out in copious streams in his cause? Think you 
that he could not, in every place, raise up Thorntons,* Phillipses,

Abbots,* Bartlets,* Norrises,* Boudinots,+ Ralstons, Bethunes,7 
and many other such worthies whom I cannot name, to honor 
him in this blessed work ? Or could he not have sent his gospel to 
the destitute independently of all such instrumentality ? And is 
there not something inexpressibly touching in the consideration, 
that by giving you the power and the opportunity of contributing 
to objects of beneficence, he furnishes you with occasions of ex- 
ercising and invigorating those affections and dispositions which 
elevate your nature, which do you hunour, which make you 
like himselfi—munificent in benefactions ? And will you throw 
away these precious occasions ? Remember—once suffered to 
pass by, they are lost, irrecoverably lost. It has been suggest- 
ed, as a desirable plan of raising the means of erecting a mag- 
nificent monument to the fame of the political father of our 
country, that the smallest contributions should be received 5 so 
that every citizen in the country might participate in the honor 
of the deed. And who would not exult in improving the op- 
portunity! What man, woman, or child is there in our country, 
whose heart would not bound with joy to have their names on 
the roll of contributors! Would not yours ?—Ah ! I forbear the 
superfluous application. Behold a monument infinitely more 
glorious, which you arc called ontoaid in rearing. See before 
your eyes, that monument to the name of Jenovan, whose base 
rests upon the creation ; whose top is hid in the effulgence of 
“light inaccessible ;” whose materials are the never-dying 
spirits of thy beatified fellow-beings ; whose duration is eter- 
nity. 

But if the generous sentiments of gratitude, of humanity, of 
honour, of the expansion and exaltation of your nature, are lost 
pon you, know that there are others which you cannot entirely 
shut out from your conscience even now; and which shall 
come into it with an appalling power in thine extremity, at the 
hour of death, when every particle of thy glittering dirt which

vision and burn thine eyeballs. I repeat—your possessions are 

not a gift absolute. Do you not admit this? I know you must. 
How dare you then keep back the debt you owe to your maker ! 
Beware, lest he come and levy for his rights, and that too 
with sad increese of costs. Or if he shali not do this, tremble 
still more. If he * det you alone,” how much reason have you 
to stop and consider! * If ye be without chastisement, then are 
ye bastards and not sons ;” “ for what son is he whem the fa- 
ther chasteneth not” ? But can you not, in a retrospect of your 
life, see instances in which God (though you were unmindtful 
of it at the time, perhaps never thought of it till this moment) 
has evidently taken away property from you in spite of your 
utmost prudence ; perhaps without the instrumentality of the 
fraud or wickedness of man—thus plainly shewing that it was 
his direct, immediate act? And has he not cursed even what he 
has left you? Has not the canker of your money corroded your 
heart with care? Have you not seen instances in which he has 
given to one dollar, in the hands of some persons, tenfold the 
power in yielding the common comforts of life that it would 


yield to you? And thus, even when we are on the theme of his 
rights and his commands, are we led back to hic grace and his 


promises. His word contains numerous promises to requite 
those who honour him with their substance. Has your con- 
duct evinced that you believed or disbelieved his promise? 
Have you “lent to the Lord” as freely as you would to a neigh- 
bour in whose ability and veracity you had full confidence ? 
Or is the question more suitably put to you in this form: What 
would your neighbour have reason to suppose you thought of 
him, if you should refuse to iend him money when you had 
it to spare, if he had given youno r+ason to distrust his ability ? 
especially if he promised to pay you good interest fur it? Ah, 
would you refuse it a moment with that condition? And does 
not God promise you large interest ? If then you refuse to lend 
to him, what is the inference ? You do not believe him. 

After pressing upon you, considerations of such momentous 
importance, shall I present to your mind a comparatively in- 
significant motive? Yes, I will: for so it is with us, that pre- 
sent enjoyment has often more power over us than future hap- 
piness, though of unspeakably greater magnitude. Reflect, 
then, on the daily benefits which Gop has heaped on you 
throughout your whole life—your table covered with the fat of 
the land; your warm fire; your comfcrtable, perhaps sump- 
tuons. dwelling; your healthful body; your cheerful spirits ;

And is not the 
soul ot every one of the human race equally valuable with yours ? 
** He that loveth not his brother whom he hath seen, how can 
he love Gop whom he hath not seen ©’* If, however, you have 
not the hope that you are one of the children of Gop, | entreat 
you, my brother, to lay to heart, with unspeakably greater se- 
riousness than the duty I have been urging upon yeu, the duty, 
the deep interest, of making your peace with your offended Maker, 
Reconciled to him, you shall bave an inheritance which shail 
make your present wealth, however great, dwindle into utter in- 
significance : an inheritance of which you shall be put into pos- 
session when you must be stripped of every thing you now pus- 
sess, and laid naked in the grave.

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COUNTY BRANCH SOCIETIES. 


WE have heard of several Tract Societies formerly established in the 
interior of the state, which have fallen into great languor, almost entire 
extinction : and the instances are doubtless more numerous than we have 
heard of. The fact is well known: and its causes are well understood by 
persons who have attended to the subject. 

It is one of the chief objects of a State Society with Branches and Aux- 
iliaries, to remedy this evil. In order to give the more vigor to the body, 
we submit to the friends of Tracts the following plan of CounT¥Y BRANCH 
SOCIETIES. 

Let a Society be established in each County, to be located either at the 
county-town or such other place as can combine most patronage and ex~- 
ertion, and will be most easy of access to Auxiliary Societies in the other 
towns and villages inthe county. Let them be Depositories of Tracts, to 
which Auxiliaries and individuals may at all times resort for supplies; 
and let them receive a commission for agency. 

These County BRANCHES may hold annual meetings, to which the 
Auxiliaries may, if convenient, send Delegates ; and at any rate, may send 
Reports of their proceedings for the year, which may be combined with the 
Annual Reports of the County Branches; and these again may be trans- 
mitted to the parent institution, to be embodied in its Annual Report. But 
Branches and Auxiliaries will all be left to manage the concerns of their 
own particular societies in their own way, and according to their own 
judgment and discretion. 

It is believed, that these COUNTY BRANCHES will be so many centres of 
influence ; and that, in this way, the Auxiliaries, the Branches, and the 


Parent Society, by correspondence and by personal intercourse, will effi-

The members of all Auxiliary Societies are entitled to vote in all 
meetings of the Parent Society; and the officers of such Societies are, ex 
officio, Directors in the parent Society.

RevEREND AND Dear BreturEN—We presume that most, 
if not all of you, have heard of the establishment of this Society. 
It would be superfluous to expatiate, to you, on the utility of 
Tracts and the importance of ‘Tract Societies : equally so, te 
enlarge on the supineness of Christians in the important duty of 
circulating and reading them. Of this you certainly are not 
less sensible than weare. We persuade ourselves also, that the 
plan of our institution will commend itself to your approbation, 
as well adapted to promote the circulation of Tracts, and to en- 
gage the hearts of Christians extensively and effectively in that 
object. We trust, too, that our preceedings thus far, will be 
deemed in some measure worthy of the cause in which we are 
engaged. : 

Our next step is, to address ourselves te the judicatories of 
the church, solemnly assembled in their official capacities, as 
stewards in the house of the Lord. On you we would call, re- 
spectfully but earnestly, to take your part with us in the great 
and laborious work te which we have put our hands. It is 
probably a rare event, for private Christians to urge the ministry 
to zeal in objects of public interestin the church. Is not this an 
indication of a call in Providence upon you ef more than ordi- 
nary solemnity, to engage vigorously in premoting a great ob- 
ject which has been auspiciously begun ? 

If the living Teacher is the institution of the Lord for the 
proclamation of the Gospel; if the circulation of the Bible is 
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essential to the successful propagation of the Gospel; if the 
Missionary must be sent to those who cannot otherwise hear 
the Gospel; if the Schools of the Prophets, with subordinate 
Education Societies, are essential to the instruction of the mi- 
nisters of the Gospel ; surely Tracts, made up of the elements 
of the Gospel, may put in their humble claim, as next in im- 
portance in the stupendous work which the Repeemer is carry- 
ing on in eur world.—This is one view of Tracts: but in an- 
other view, they unite the importance of all these combined.

3. That each member of this body present, will endeavour to 
effect the circulation of the New-York Tract Magazine in his 
congregation, either by taking the agency therefor into his own

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4. That each member of this body present, will do what may 
lie within his power, to carry into full operation the measures

5. That the object of the foregoing resolutions be annually 
made a subject of inquiry in this body.

The above resolutions are not in the customary form. It was thought best 
that the measures they contemplate should be voluntarily undertaken by 
each minister, rather than in consequence of any authoritative recommen- 
dation of the church judicatories. As there are some Tract Societies in 
the state which, as auxiliaries or purchasers, have heretofore been connect- 
ed with the American or the New-York (city) Tract Society ; and as our 
ehief object is to get Auxiliary Societies extensively established, and our 
sincere desire to see them united to such parent Society as will produce 
the greatest aggregate good, we proposed to the Synod of Albany, at 
their meeting in October, at Utica, the two following resolutions in lieu of 
the first two above. 


1. Resolved, That it be recommended to each minister of this body, strong- 
ly to urge on his congregation to forma Tract Society, auxiliary either to 
the American Tract Society, the New-York Religious Tract Society, or 
the New-York State Tract Society, as may be deemed most expedient. 

2. Heso'ved, That it be recommended to each minister in this body, 
strengly to urge on every communicant in his church, to purchase to the 
value of twenty-five cents annually of the Tracts of the said Societies. 


And the other resolutions were modified so ag to be recommendations. 
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At the last hour of the session, late on Saturday night, and after a very 
extraordinary pressure of business, the Synod passed the following resolu- 


pion :

The communication from the New-York State Tract Society was read 
and considered : Whereupon, 

“ Resolved, That the Synod highly approve the objects of the New-

churches, wherever it shall be deemed expedient.”

MISSIONARY. 
It is with great reluctance that we abridge the Appeal from which the 
following is extracte’. We hardly know what to leave out ; but owr nar- 
row limits jorbid tne insertion of the whole, 
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Extracts from the ADDRESS of the EXECUTIVE COMMITTFE OF THE 
UNITED DOMESTIC MISSIONARY SOC: ETY, published in tieir October 
sheet. 

THe Unirep Domestic Missionary Society, threugh 
their Executive Committee, address the friends ot home mis- 
sions upon the present state of their operations. It is not with- 
out feelings of mingle! regret and surprise, that they are obliged 
to confess the little pec TATE ary aid this society receives in pro- 
portion to its cman popularity. Their funds are now so far 
in arrear, and their existing engagements so large, that every 
maxim of ordinary prudence, however qualified by Christian 
zeal, forces the Committee to suspend the grants they have ha- 
bitually made to feeble churches and destitute regions. 

The last annual report presented the following summary of 
the year’s labour; viz. 78 ministers of the gospel located and 
sustained in the exercise of their spiritual duties. Of these, 10 
are in the city of New-York and the country in its vicinity ; 13 
are in the neighbourhood of the line of the river Hudson; 36 
are west of that line ; 7 are under the care of the Utica agency ; : 
Q under the care of the C ooperstown agency: 1 is in Lower 
Canada; 1 in Rhode-Island ; 2 in New-Jersey ; 4 in Pennsyl- 
vania; | in Ohie; 1 in Missouri ; ; to which are to be added 
10 under the care of the Geneva a: gency.

Gad. ok secure it the means of access to thousands. As we 
confine our efforts to no sectional divisions in the United States, 
we ask help either by the formation of auxidary societies, or by 
private donation. It is a sacred rule of the Committee A t to 
allow their appropriations to exceed what they have a reasona- 
ble prospect of fulfilling. [Ifthe public patronage does net in- 
crease, they can do no more than continue to act Qpon their 
present scale. They may, indeed, be forced to retrench 3 but 
they have an encouraging conviction, that the more their plan 
is examined, the mere will it be approved, and the larger will 
be the voluntary grants in aid of the seciety.” 

Since the publication of that report, the friesds of our insti- 
tution ought to know that our receipts have fallen far short of 
our expenditure. 

The Committee have been obliged to provide in the best way 
they could for the pressiag exigencies of the treasury. The 
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coming two months are critieal in the history of our society. 


“Unless it attracts more countenance and pecuniary support trom 


the religious public, instead of extending our soul-reviving la- 
bours beyond the Ohio and Missouri, to the famishing churches 
in the West, we must restrict them, even in our own State, to 
the borders of the Hudson. We cannot bring eurselves to be- 
lieve that this event is as near as the account current of our af- 
fairs would indicate. It remains with our fellow-Christians to 
determine whether the individuals of the Committee shall pay 
eff the debts of the society, and close its operations ; or whether 
it may continue, and grow a lasting monument of the spiritual 
philanthropy of our City, and State, and Union. 

The method of our operations is already generally understood 
by those to whom this sheet will come. It is known that our 
object is to send the gospel, in all its stated administrations and 
life-giving ordinances, to the wyriads of our fellow-citizens who 
are too poor or too perverse to obtain it otherwise. We do this 
in the most feasible and least expensive manner, by giving for 
one, two or three years, fifty, one hundred or one hundred and 
fifty dollars, to the people who <will come together, build a 
church, organize a spiritual society, and in their measure of 
ability support the minister of their choice. The little bounty 
which the public munificence has made us the instruments of 
dispensing, draws forth from our young villages and rising 
towns, toil and sacrifices and successful effort, such as must 
warm every Christian bosom. Sectarian divisions, seducing 
heresies, desiructive vices, are eradicated by the settled ministry ; 
churches are established, and gather strength to walk alone by 
our little help seasonably applied ; those towns can best appre- 
ciate the value of the society who have had experience of its 
benefits ; and already the biessing of many ready to perish 
comes upon ou friends, and already our institution lifts its head, 
like Hermion, to gather the dews of Heaven, and distribute 
them in steams of mercy to our land. We feel a desire which 
we hope is prophetic, as we know it is prayerful, that our in- 
stitulion may grow like the stone in Daniel’s vision, and be to 
the glory of God in the earth. * . ° ° " 

Some society like ours is needed ; which, operating from a 
powerful centre, shall strive to take a minute survey of the spi- 
ritual deswtations of the land. How vast, how ruinous they be, 
can only be known by close inspection. Our populous cities 
are filled with myriads of perishing sinners, who for years hear 
not the gospel ; our richest counties are crowded! with immortal 
creatures, who know noibing of Christ in this land of bibles, 
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and preachers, and churches. In some districts, our fellow- 
citizens are fast lapsing into practical atheism; and the very 
ground upon which Brainerd laboured in New-Jersey, is a vast 
howling wilderness, where the inhabitants fear not, know not, 
love not God in Christ, and heed not the perils of eternity. 
Some great national institution for domestic missions is need- 
ed, which shall incorporate all inferior efforts ; which shall take 


Inspection of the whole land which is to be possessed ; which 


shall have its seat in the centre ef the zeal and munificence, 
and its arms in the remotest regions of our country. Such an 
institution would facilitate the settlement of ministers, by point- 
ing out, and aiding for a short period, necessitous churches ; it 
would encourage young men to enter the ministry, by exhibiting 
at once the vast need of our land, and the fact that they may 
live at the altar, however plainly, who serve at it: it would 
encourage congregations to become organized, by the ready 
giant of the means which alone could save their minister from 
famine, while he is bringing from the wood the materials for the 
spiritual temple of the Lord. . 

None of the ecclesiastical bodies in our country, separately 
considered, can sérve this grand purpose. It must be effected 
by a union of all those who agree in the essentials of Christian 
doctrine and discipline. And if the time has not come when 
the distinctions which separate Presbyterians of various names 
can be merged in one great community, the organization of some 
Board like ours is needed to produce the great result. 

From the simple statement of these considerations, it will be 
seen, that our society aspires to be this great National Institu- 
tion for domestic missions. Nothing daunted by our present 
embarrassments, which we believe will be speedily overcome 
by the help of our Christian brethren, we hope to advance and 
prosper. Not only do we hope to exercise an agency in re- 
pairing the waste places of this State, we trust that we shall be 
enabled to reply to the applications from Indiana, and Illinois, 
and Missouri, and Michigan ; that we shall be enabled to lay 
landmarks, and raise fortresses in the midst of a population of 
new states and territories, where they double every ten years. 

{t is an opinion very ardently indulged by the Executive 
Committee of the U. D. M.S. that in the present wonderful 
development of the energies of this nation, the Christian church 
will not be left behind ; that in the exhibition of political and 
moral power which is made, will also be mingled the religien 
that can exalt our Republic. 

This appeal has addressed itself powerfully to our hearts. And, degi- 
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fous to be amongst the foremost to meet its claims, we have made a dona- 
tion of Tracts to the Society to the value of Afty dollars; persuaded that 
the patrons of our institution and our Auxiliaries will approve of this ap- 
propriation of a part of the funds which they have entrusted to our stew- 
ardship. And we mention the donation for their information ; with the 
hope that it may increase the efforts of the friends of Tracts, to enable us to 
send more into this and similar channels of circulation. The United Do- 
mestic Missionary Society is composed of the Presbyterian, the Duteh Ke- 
frmed, and the Associate Reformed Churches.

TO AUXILIARY SOCIETIES. 


Wuar is the nature of the connexion between an Auxil v 
Tract Society and the parent Society—is a question frequen 
asked. And some may be disposed to enquire, “ why should w 
give afourth part of our funds to the State Tract Society ? We 
want all we can spare for the supply of our own district.” These 
are fair enquiries: and we doubt not we can satisfactorily an- 
swer them. 

The sole ground of the donations of Auxiliary Societies to the 
parent Society, is the gratuitous supply of those communities 
which are unable, or utterly indisposed, te supply themselves. 
The extensive correspondence and connections of the parent 
Society, enable it to do this bettér than the Auxiliaries possibly 
can. ‘Thus we are merely their almoners, to the extent of the 
charities they entrust to us: and we persuade ourselves we 
shall be able, in our annual Reports, and in our Magazine, to 


‘render them a satisfactory account of our stewardship. Those 


Auxiliaries which are situated in such communities, may them- 
selves receive some of these gratuitous supplies: for, as stated 
in our Appress, “ placcs where an Auxiliary Society shall be 


formed, will always have a preference in the donations of the 


Society.” 
We are desirous to place our connexion with our Auxiliaries 





* Sixty-four of these were clergymen, or the wives of clergymen, consti- 
tuted life members by ladies and others in their respective congregations. 
We trust that many congregations in our state will deem this example 
worthy of imitation in favour of the NEw-YorxkK STaTE TRACT SociETy, 
The life subseriber will be entitled to 150 pages of Tracts annually for life. 
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on the most liberal footing. We have no desire to accumulate 
a large stock either of funds or Tracts in the city of Albany. 
We have no end to answer by it. Five large, active, and zeal- 
ous Female Auxiliary Societies, four of them in our largest con- 
gregations, with a prospect of more, leave us nothing to do for 
the supply of this city and its vicinity with Tracts. These 
Societies have raised $205; of which, $160 consists of an- 
nual subscriptions: and they have not yet done. Like all 
other Auxiliary Societies, they give one fourth of their funds to 
the parent institution. We repeat, theretore, we havé no de- 
sire, no object, for the accumulation of a large stock of funds or 
Tracts in the city of Albany, either for the benefit of this dis- 
trict, or to lie inactive in our Treasury and Depository.

LITTLE SUSAN AND HER LAMB. ©

* While she was talking in this manner, the lamb opened its 
eyes a little way, and gave a faint bleat. Susan was delighted. 
“ Poor little thing, perhaps you are hungry,” said she’; and 
taking her spoon, she put a little of the milk inte its mouth, and 
to her great joy saw that it was swallowed. Susan then gave 
the lamb some more, and wrapped it up closer in her apron. 
It soon revived with the warmth, and presently was able to 
stand. It then went to the porringer and drank the rest of Su- 
san’s breakfast : you may be sure she did not grudge it. 

Susan now went to her mother, and told all that had happen- 
ed, and shewed her the little lamb. Her mother said she might 
put it upon the grass plat behind the cottage. The little girl 
did so, and before night it was quite well again. 

Susan had to go every day to work, but you may be sure she 
did not neglect her little lamb. Every morning when she had 
her own breakfast, she went and fed it very carefully ; and the 
lamb was always ready to come as soon as it heard her little 
mistress call. 

Do not you think Susan felt very happy when she looked at 
the little lamb ? She had been kind to it, and felt much more 
pleased than if she had not taken any care about it. I have 
known little boys, and girls too, who have taken pleasure in 
teazing poor animals; but I have always remarked that they 
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were bad children. Those who can take pleasure in killing 


flies, or hurting dumb creatures, would delight in tormenting 
their brothers and sisters, or companions, if they dared to do 
so; and when they grow up to be men and women, unless their 
evil habits are broken off, they will prove to be wicked people. 
Our hearts are naturally inclined to do what is evil, and will al- 
ways take pleasure therein, if they are not changed by divine 
grace. This is what Jesus told Nicodemus, as you may read 
in the third chapter of Saint John. Little Susan had been taught 
this. She felt that it was true, and prayed to God to give her 
anew heart. She prayed that she might love Christ and be- 
lieve in him. Christ has said that these who ask shall receive ; 
and in the book of Proverbs, which speaks of him as the True 
Wisdom, we read that those who seek Him early shall find Him. 


Now, if Susan had not thought about these things, and been 
led to desire to do what was right, perhaps she would have help- 
ed the naughty boys in driving away the sheep, instead of telling 
them, as she had done, that it was wreng, and following after 
their owner when she found they would not do what was right. 
When we see others do wrong, we should always try to per- 
suade them to leave their evil ways; but if they will not listen 


to us, then we should do all we can to prevent them from suc- 


ceeding. 

The lamb soon grew very fond of Susan, and followed her 
about every where. Ifshe was absent from home longer than 
usual, it would lie down before the cottage door and watch for 
her; and as soon as she returned, it would frisk about and look 
quite happy. It was just the same with Susan’s companions : 
they were always glad to see her, because she was gentle and 
kind to them. 


When I have seen little boys and girls cross and teazing each 
other, I have sometimes wondered why they could like to ymake 
others uncomfortable ; for I have always observed that they did 
not look happy themselves. But when I recollected that Ahe 
Bible tells us that the heart of man is naturally inclined to do 
evil, I have not wondered any longer at what I have seen. I 
then thought how very sad it was, that children did not love the 
Saviour; for then they would have tried to be like him, and 
would have been much happier. I have longed to tell them 
about Christ, and how pleasant it is to know Him, and to love 
Him. Sometimes when little boys and girls have read “ Jane- 
way’s Token for Children,” and other little books which told 
them about children who have loved Christ, they have desired

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to be like them. Susan was like these good children : and if a 
poor man came to ask charity, she was always glad if her mo- 
ther could spare any thing for him. 

Remember, that the Saviour came down from heaven to seek 
and to save that which is Jost. Hedied upon the cross, that 
we might be cleansed from our sins by his precious blood ; and 
he suffered for us, that we might be sanctified or made holy by 
the power and influence of his holy spirit, and thus be made the 
children of God and heirs of his kingdom. My dear children, 
do you love the Saviour ? Do you wish to be like him, kind, 
merciful, patient, and “ of great goodness ?” Your little hearts 
will tell you whether you really desire this ; and if you are still 
strangers to him, pray that he will, by the power of his holy 
spirit, teach you to know him and to love him.

- But an examination of the work itself will be more satisfac- 
tory : and this is an appeal which the Author need not fear te 
make. 1st. Under the head of each Senne is given a com- 
pendious geographical sketch of the County, comprising its 
extent, boundaries, form, area in square miles and in acres, and 
its latitude and longitude ; a table, shewing at a glance, the 
towns and villages in the County, in alphabetical order, their 
population, and the quantity of improved land in each town, 
objects of note, &c. This is followed by an ample topogra- 
phical, geological, mineralogical, and agricultural sketch of the 
County ; and concluded with a minute statistical account of it. 

Proceeding from this to the detail of the towns, villages, &c. 
there is presented to the view, a mass and a minuteness of mat- 
ter which is beyond any thing of the kind we have before seen ; 
and which evinces indefatigable labour, keen inquisitiveness, 
great good sense, and sound judgment. We hardly know how 
to express the impression which an inspection of the work made 
on our minds, but by saying that there seems to be nothing 
omitted. 

It would give us pleasure to exemplify the justness of these - 
remarks, by large quotations ; but our limits forbid. We say, 
however, with c -onfide nce, that we believe no purchaser of this 
grork will be disappointed. 

We close with one additional remark : The former Gazetteer 

. of this Auther was mest grossly defective in alphabetical ar- 
rangement ; a fault utterly inexcusable, because none is easier 
remedied ; and because, without that arrangement, a Gazetteer 
is nothing. It is as essential to the very nature of the work as 
it is to a dictionary.
